it will be bhecause of their seeming wildness that they will not ring 


true and compel the consrderation they are really worth. If there 
were no ulterior motives hehind the acts of these I have in mind 
who are apparently seeking reform, there would he no  occason 
for Such <statements as I have made, for there 1s no question ahout 
the need of refcrm 1n many Flrections, an{ the fact that in many 


instances these people are ignorant of the real motives actuating 


them and the inevitable eftects of such action as thev 1nspire, make 
the conditions all the more dangerous. * 

A few Divine Laws have bheen eiven man at the heginning of 
every great world period. The more these laws are 1gnored, the 
faster other laws are supernnposed upon them, the more rapidly 
a world and its inhabitants are destroved. Two of those Divine 
L.aws command that no man shall steal from or he to his netzhbor. 
If his neighbor makes it impossihle for him to live without steaF- 
ins or lying to conceal some theft, and then Þhuilds: a vile prison 
and forces him. into it by means of some lesser law that he has 
made, and enforces by his greater mental or phyvsical power, 1s 1t 
conceivable that Divine Tustice will let that netghbor escape_ pun- 
ishment? Tf Divine Law <savs, *the earth is the Lord's, and 
that it is the hirthrieht of man,” and a few men divide it up 
among themselves and make the great majority till it for their 
benefit, will it be possible to thwart Divine Law by means of the 
petty laws made by man to retain possession of that earth? It 
Divine Law savs a man. shall do good and not evil, and 1f other 
men take away his freedom of choice by laws which hind him. to 
only one mode of procedure, (whether they helieve those laws 
will enforce the good or not), will not the man deliherately break 
those laws to regain his freedom of action, whatever the aiter 
effect: and if mankind once realizes that these lesser laws were 
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not really made for his safety, but only for his exploitation, will 
anvthing keep him from revolution 1n an effort to get back under 
the guidance of the Divine Laws which he feels were really made 
for his higher evolntion 7 

As worldly conditions now are, the threatened revolution ot a 
few vears ago, when the open cry for reform first started, 1s far 
more imminent now, and it 1s the supposed reforms that are bring- 
mg 1t about, —and they are doing this because of the ulterior mo- 
tives, the unjust methods and unwise laws which would rapidly 
reduce man to automata. 1t they were allowed to increase and be 
perpetuated.

The Demi-Gods were casually referred to 1n the first com- 
mentary on the fhrst Stanza as a certain order of elemental forces. 
[t was not then and there expectent to more explicitly describe 
this unportant d1vison of unversal hte, but the last quoted shloka 
contams a reterence which necess1tates ome” explanatory detail. 

The term "Demr-Gods 18 a generic term apphcable to the sec- 
ond grand divison of the creative powers in manifestation. Every 
rehable philosophy and rehg1on contains many references to the=e 
Dowers under (1stinctive names. 

There are three grand divisons-or Adynasties of the Demi-Gods. 
The hrst d1vison cons1sts of the above mentioned elemental forces 
In the form ot vast tenuous, irridescent figures, which appear 


change torm and teature momentarily. They are cosmical entities 
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inhabiting the ether. A sub-division of this grand division. the 
Titans, are s1milar in form, feature and size, but lack the- irri- 
clescence of the first division, neither are their forms <0 change- 
able. The first are of the nature of fire, and the second of water. 
At times -the latter appear to be emitting. vast streams of water. 
or rather moisture, for such streams more nearly resemble $steam 
than water, although devoid of heat. Both these dynasties seem 
to devote their -activities more to matter in the mass than in its 
mmnutiae. p 

The second grand division are frequently referred to collect- 
wvelv 1n legend and myth as the Kahira. As stated in the Secret 
Doctrine, They are of both sexes and are terrestrial, celestial and 
cosmic. To them are ascrihed the invention of the arts and sci- 
ences and the producing of corn and wheat. IHermes, Orpheum, 
Cadmus and Aesculapms are beheved to have heen of this dy- 
nasty. | 

The third grand division, sometimes termed the *©Bright Sons 
of the Demi-Gods,” are terrestial Demi-Gods, many of which are 
Said] to have incarnated in certain divisons of the human race, 
more particularly in the ruling races of the early ages and in the 
*heavenly men.” the kings and rulers and the devotees of Science 
and reheion oft the fourth and fifth: root race. 

The sentence quoted at the beginning of this commentary. on 
the last shloka of the second Stanza, means that some of the last 
mentioned Sons of the Demi-Gods had fallen very low during their 
incarnations in. the third root race. "They had discovered some 
of the great Nature secrets by means of hlack magic, as their 
fathers before them had done (See the Trilogy. of Prometheus 
Bound), and abused the power they had gained. To them 1s un- 
puted the fall of the Atlantean race. The genins displayed by 
these giants in intellect, as well as in body, was the direct result 
of their discovery of the tremendous power of some of nature $ 
finer forces—aspects of creative fire. As they had discovered these 
Secrets by black magic,” which was forbidden the human race, 
they had *'stolen the fire. 

The eyes are a symbol of perception, Spiritual or material ac- 
cording to position and color, and as the Regent, - the ruling Spirit 
of the Earth-—here termed *the $star with the blackened face — 
Possesses the power of concentrate, [nterior vision,.as well as the 
creative power, the Sons of the Demi-Gods are Said to have

ligence and perception to the said Regent of the Earth—and

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boces ot those who gave no promise of making the: connection 


| between the nund and $pirit essential to the regaining oft the power 


they had lost: It has been beheved by many that the Emperor 


f Nero, the Medici, the Empress Agrippa, and many. other ruth- 


ess, implacable rulers of mankind were incarnations of some of 
the Sons of the Demi-Gods. Even Napoleon has not entirely 
escaped snspicon by his enemies. If this be true, 1t 1s not a very 


tar cry to Some of the financial and political kings and princes of 
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the present age. 
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coming of the sixth and seventh root races and a recognition of 
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the unity of hfe will come a redeemed humanity, conscious of its 
identification with the Demi-Gods.

Perhaps. the word Influences would better express the character 
and purpose ot these great nature forces, for they are indeed and 
m fact the intluences which determine the trend of thought in 
mentalities of -the human race- to a_ great degree. If the will 
the incarnated Ego 1s. suffhciently strong. and developed, 1t can 
throw off these influences, should they tend to draw its vehicle. the 
body, into evil ways. If the. will 1s not- developed, and $such 18 
usually the. case with the last remnants of a human race, the <aid 
influences / work for the final annihilation of the race, as: tar as 
existence on the physical plane 1s concerned. In one sense, they 
are the agents of the karmic law. 

The Demi-Gods were recognized and considered worthy ot 
worship in the different mythologies of the ancients. The Greek 
and Irish mythologies are founded on the supposed interest of the 
Demi-Gods in human affairs. They are just as active in all ex-
